p. iv. At the time this passage was written I knew nothing about the 
principles on which the Becord Commissioners transliterated documents, 
and consequently my mode of transcription and theirs will be found to 
differ in several points; for instance, they rightly use the sign ^ only 
for the loop which generally stands for the syllable ua, whereas I have 
used it wherever the scribe makes a turn with his pen. Thus in very 
many places where I have printed r^, the Commissioners would have 
printed r\ Whether they are always consistent in their practice may 
be doubted ; scribes themselves seem to vary a little. 

p. 73, last paragraph, /or To the court read To this court. 

p. 89, last line but one, /or grevious read grievous. 

p. 128, second paragraph, /or cobler read cobbler. The editors of the 
Hundred Bolls read Iveta, vol. 2. p. 557, and Ivetta, vol. 2. 636; 
so that the name may be regarded as fairly certain. On a cursory in- 
spection of the index to those invaluable documents I have not noticed 
either Jua or Iva. 

p. 130, third paragraph, for The entry in read The entry is. 

p. 135, last paragraph but one. The observation that parcenarius occurs 
in no book I have looked into is absurd ; the word is common, and occurs 
in Ducange. 

p. 135, last paragraph. I have been told that it is a mistake to write 
WillielmuB, as I have done, or Wilielmus ; it ought to be Willelmus ; 
perhaps so, yet in the volume of plates issued by the Becord Commis- 
sioners (Appendix to Beports from Becord Commissioners, fol. 1800-1819) 
I find plate 35 called 'Sigillum WiUielmi I. Begis Angliae,' the sod 
itself reads Willelmvm, and in the facsimile of the charter founding St. 
Martinus de Bello, Willelmus occurs four times written at length. Plate 
37 is called 'Sigillum WiUielmi IL Begis AnglisB '-^the seal itself, if 
it be correctly engraved, reads on both sides Wilielmvs; the Commis- 
sioners themselves seem always to prefer Willielmus. 

p. 138, third paragraph from the end, for two roods read three roods.

Notes of other misprints and mistakes will be thankfully received. 
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name, Dor is Enina nor Enma, and again bad he intended 
U9 to read Eugel, heb would have simply written Ugel, or 
with a media&val contempt for aspirates, Hugel; however 
every case in which there could be even the shadow of a 
doubt has been mentioned in the notes. As regards 
contractions, my transcript imitated the yagaries and 
meanderings of the scribe's pen, as far as it seemed 
possible for existing type to represent thom, and the 
printers (to whom my best thanks are due) have followed 
most gallantly and done wondert?* The men who wrote 
the first two rolls are quite reckless ; they frequently cut 
a word down to one or two letters, without using any 
signs of contraction at all, and then again they constantly 
empk)y such signs, sometimes when they are not wanted, 
and sometimes in defiance of all ordinary conventions ; 
to take a single instance, the mark which concludes the 
name of Alice Rust (p. 6, first line) means in this place 
ia, yet at the end of Clovelek's name (p. 16, ninth line 
from the bottom) it either stands for e, or it is a mere 
f**eak of the pen ; in neither instance is it used in accord- 
ance with the conventions usual in the days of Edward 
the Third. 

Taken as a whole, these fiye rolls give a very fair 
notion of what such records usually contain, and he who 
is able to decipher them will meet with few difficulties in 
others; but if he needs further assistance, he will find 
help (though not all the help that could be desired) in 
the KoU of the Court Leet and the Court Baron in 
Kitchiu^s quaint and useful little book (Le Covrt Leete et 
Covrt Baron collect per John Kitchin de Grazes Line vn 
Apprentice in Ley, Lond. 1623. 8vo.) Most of the 
legal terms are fairly explained in Cowell's Law Dic- 
tionary ^ Lend. 1708. fol., which has been often quoted at 
length in the notes on the principle advocated by Menoge 
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in his annotations to Diogenes Laertius ; many do not 
possess the work^ and of those who do, some are too lazy 
to verify a reference. Did 1 not live in a seat of learning, 
I should be astonished that this valuable old book should 
still be, on the whole, the best glossary of legal terms 
that we possess : in an age so ostentatiously devoted to 
research, one might have expected at least an extended 
and improved edition. A short glossarial index has been 
adJeJ containing the full forms of all the abbreviations 
likely to embarrass those who, though able to read Latin 
well enough may yet not know that esson is either 
essonium or essojiia, or that hutes^ has for its nominative 
case hutesium, 1 have also endeavoured to help beginners 
by writing out at length, in the notes, some of the more 
difficult passages of the text. For the reader who does 
not care to spell out the contracted Latin, I have given a 
translation which is, I tru?t, faithful, only, in self- ^efence, 
I should like to say, before going further, that charters 
and rolls, mediajval histoiy, law and antiqu'ties, are 
subjects as far out of my range as the minute anatomy 
of iMelolontha vulgaris or the perturbations of Uranus, 
and I hereby formiUy disclaim all knowledge of such 
matters other than that somewhat worthless information, 
which exeryman unconsciously picks up, who does not 
rigidly confine his reading to one class of books only, and 
I desire that this disclaimer may, in common fairness, be 
borne in mind by everyone who reads either introduction, 
translation, or notes. If it be asked why, being so poorly 
equipped for the ta^-k, I presume to print, and, as far as I 
am able, to expound, these records, the answer is simple. 
The text is printed, because it may interest the topo- 
grapher of the Eastern Counties, and also because I hold 
it to be the duty of all who possess such documents, to 
do everything in their power to preserve them, and to 
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make them as accessible as possible to all who nre fit 
to use them. The translation and notes are printed in 
the hope of rousing many who are now sadly indifferent 
to take some care of, and to feel some intelligent interest 
in such lively memorials of the past : for me they have an 
inexpressible charm, and I should be glad, if others could 
feel towards them as I do* 

Take the first roil, and consider for a moment what it 
does. It enables us to drop down suddenly on an obscure 
English village five hundred years ago, and almost to see 
with our eyes what its inhabitants are doing. The mngic 
carpet in the Arabian Nights transported its possessor 
from one point of space to another in an instant ; this strip 
of parchment carries us^ in the twinkling of an eye, away 
from the oppressive present moment of time, five or six 
hundred years back into the past : we breathe a freer air, 
we are alive in the bright and picturesque reign of 
Edward the Third. What then are these country boors 
about on the twentieth of June 1328, five hundred and 
fifty seven years ago? They are busy doing justice 
between man and man : they are engaged in business 
which was done by their fathers, and their fathers' fathers 
before them time out of mind. In obedience to the 
precept of the steward, all the men in the tything are 
asembled, probably in the open air, in some well known 
field, where courts have traditionally been held. The 
steward has ^' charged '' them, that is, has explained to 
them what their duties are, and how they are to perform 
them ; he has told them not only what is expected of them 
by the custom of the manor, and the law of the land, but 
also what is required of them by the law of honor and 
conscience, and by the law of God. The charge delivered, 
absentees are formally excused, and at this point the 
entries on the roll begin ; then after some other business 
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duly recorded, the jury is solemnly sworn. In the present 
day we understand by a jury, a body of men sworn to 
decide some question of fact in accordance with the 
evidence laid before them : this jury at Cressingham was, 
I tiiink, a body of men supposed to be thoroughly 
acquainted with all the local events of the last six months, 
and who are swora to " present," that is, to declare, on 
oath, that, to the certain knowledge of some or all of them, 
such and such things have been done, and such and such 
things require to be done. They " present " these matters 
openly in the face oF day, and in the presence of every 
grown member of their little world ; nothing is done in a 
comer, and all that is done is entered on the record. Such 
a court was a rough and homely kind of school, in which 
every man and woman pre^ent was trained to be open 
and honest, and taught by methods simple yet effective, 
perhaps the beauty, and certainly the advantage of justice, 
veracity, and regard for the common good, — things 
infinitely more valuable than any instruction that can be 
obtained nowadays in a board-school. Except the steward 
and the scribe (if, indeed, they were not one and the same 
person) none of these good people can read or write; 
judged by our modem and misleading lights, they are 
lamentably ignorant ; they possess none of the modern 
appliances of civilization, and yet with nil their defects 
they seem to uie to contrast by no means unfavourably 
with the corresponding class now. First and foremost 
they are managing their own affairs for themselves ; they 
do not shirk personal responsibility, they are not domi- 
neered over by boards, they ask for nothing from anybody, 
there is no whining appeal for help to " the state," there 
is not the least attempt to make the industry of one man 
supply the idleness of another ; lastly, though ignorant 
and uninstructed, they are most assuredly educated 
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roughly, it may be, yet really. I fiad a society of free 
pel sons, not overworked, fairly housed, with ample elbow 
room, with plenty of bread and meat, and perhaj)s a trifle 
too much beer ; there are no serious oflTences of any kind, 
no murders, no brutal assaults, not so much as a single 
case of poaching, hardly anything in fact but a little 
fighting, for which tliey duly fine each oiher, scarcely any 
poor people, and those only poor in the sense that they 
have little furniture and less money : a fairly prosperous 
community of men to whom order and law are as the air 
they breathe. Had you taken five hundred of these 
Norfolk peasants and landed them in a desert island, it is 
almost certain that they would all have droi)ped into their 
places as noisclessily and easily as well drilled soldiers fall 
into line. 

I have said that they were free, notwithstanding all I 
have re.nd about the English "serf," much of which 
appears to me to be downright nonsense. No one has 
yet written a truthful history of the lowest layers of 
English society from the Conquest onwards, and the man 
who undertakes to do it must combine the industry, 
patience^ and accuracy of Dugdale, with the solid common 
sense of Johnson. Out of printed books alone no such 
history can be compiled ; our unprinted records must be 
thoroughly rani«acked, but in this lazy age who will 
drudge as Wood or Dugdale, or Prynne or Selden did? 
Some writers who have attempted to handle this subject, 
or parts of it, seem unable to dibtinguish between words 
and things, between legal theory and matter of fact ; and 
they frequently draw what appear to me to be the wildest 
conclusions from their premisses ; for instance Wilkins 
{Condi Mag. Brit, Lond. 1737, fol. Tom. 1, p. 383) on 
the authority of William of Malmesbury and Eadmer, 
tells us that in a council held at Westminster, A.D. 1102,

the following orJer was made: " ne quis illud nefarium 
'^ negotium quo hactenus homines in Anglia solebant velut 
*^ bruta animalia venundariy deinceps uUatenun facer e 
" praesumat!* 

From this passage one writer at least infers that slaves 
were exported from this country in the first forty years 
after the Conquest. But before the passage is allowed 
to be evidence at all, some not inconsiderable objections 
must be answered, but them, as old Stow says, I over{)ass : 
let the thing be evidence, it is still not very easy to say 
of what it is evidence, and most assuredly it does not 
prove exportation. In an age of violence, acts of tyranny 
will certainly be committed, and men may have been 
really sold against their will ; what should be proved is 
that such acts were in accordance with the unwritten 
customs, with the traditional law of this country, and the 
bishops' denunciation does not prove that they were. It 
is notorious that private oppression was not unknown in 
Scotland during the latter part of the seventeenth century, 
but it was never lawful ; could the victims have appealed 
to the courts, the courts would have undoubtedly given 
redress. It is notorious that at a still later period men in 
England were occasionally kidnapped and sold for slaves*, 
but the thing was in violation of all law. Nay, it is 
notorious that at this very moment a wicked traflSc, 
nefarium negotiumy exists by which not English men, but 
English women are " sold like brute beasts," and shipped 
off to the continent. Are we to infer from this disgraceful 
fact that slavery still exists in this country, or that in 
this " age of progress and enlightenment" it is held to be 
lawful and right first to entrap a girl, and then to sell her 
to prostitution? Bishops no longer meet in solemn 
assembly, as they did in the reign of Henry the First, to 
denounce the wrath of God, and to hurl the anathemas 
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of the Church against the perpetrators of such atrocities ; 
yet I suppose such things are contrary to law ; if they are 
not^ then English law must in the present day be a viler 
thing than even I had imagined it to be. 

Again^ some argue that the sale of a man ** cum omni 
sequela " is proof of serfdom at least. It is a proof that 
slavery once existed ; it is no proof at all that either 
slavery or serfdom existed in fact at the time of sale ; f or^ 
not to object that even in the twelfth century {Glanville^ 
Lib. v., cap. 5, fol. S5a, of the undated first edition) sale 
was one of the recognized ways of making a man legally 
free, sale per se need imply no more than the ob:^tinat^ 
and meaningless persistence of a form long after all the 
substance had vanished. The pertinacity with which we 
keep up empty forms is ludicrous, and a volume might be 
filled with examples of our follies. Glanville, in Henry 
the Second's reign, seems glad to think that the Wager of 
Battle was being superseded by a juster method of 
procedure, yet it was still the law of the land in 1818, 
more than 600 years afterwards. In the Statutes of 
this University (Corpus Statutorum Univ. Oxon,^ 1634 
foL), I find that you could not take your degree in arts 
without swearing, amongst other ouths^ these : Et de non 
resumendo Gradum Simeonis sub hac Formd: Magister, 
tu jurabis quod nunquam consenties in reconciliationem 
Henrici Simeonis (Tit VII. 1. § 5) : Item tu jurabis 
quod non leges nee audies Stanfordi<B tanquam in Vniver- 
sitatey Studio, vel Collegio Generali. (Tit. IX. 6. § 1.) 
I have known many per&ons by sight who had taken both 
these oaths; yet no man knows — even Wood did not 
know, who Henricus Simeonis was, or what his offence 
was, or why everybody was called on to vow him ever- 
lasting enmity. Mr. Macray {Notes from the Muniments 
of Magdalen College, Oxford; Oxford, 8vo., p. Ill) 
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conjectures that he was one '' Hen. fil. Simeonis/' whose 
name occurs in some Oxford deeds between A.D. 1200 
and 1250 ; to go on swearing that you never will consent 
to the re onciliation of a man for more than five hundred 
years after he is dead and buried is a somewhat ridiculous 
farce ; it was at length abolished, as Mr. Macray says, 
in 1827. The oath not to lecture or listen at " Stanford " 
had more meaning in it ; but in that case also a form was 
kept up for centuries after it had lost all significance. 
The sale of a man may have been an equally empty form, 
and, at any rate, before sale can prove serfdom, it must be 
shown that a man was sold without his consent ; of that 
I believe it will puzzle anyone to produce a tittle of 
evidence. The Act 12 Gar. II. c. 24 did not abolish 
copyhold tenure, and that tenure is said by Fitzherbert 
to be identical with tenure in villenage ; a tenant in 
villenage may be in some cases a villain. Is it impossible 
that there should be in some manors at this very moment 
persons who are by the common law villains ? If it is 
not impossible, then^ as a mere matter of law, it must be 
possible now to sell a man ''cum omni sequela/' and I 
suppose it hardly admits of doubt that there are men in 
England who might be legally emancipated as they were 
in the reign of Henry the Third. The common law of 
England may be altered, or in part abolished by express 
statute, but it can hardly be said to die: it is always 
alive, though often sound asleep, and it never went to 
sleep more willingly or slept more soundly than it did 
with respect to this very matter of personal liberty. 
Manorial language, if such an expression may be 
permitted, unquestionably implies the existence of slavery 
at some time or other. Mr. Seebohm, in his valuable 
and instructive book ( The English Village Community ; 
Lend., 1883, 8vo., p. 435, sq,), has made it very probable 
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that the English manor is, in some cases at least, the 
representative of the Roman villa. The very name villa, 
one of the oldest terms for a manor, and the word villanus, 
for centuries the proper technical term for the member of 
a manor, are in themselves presumptive proof that the one 
institution is the descendent of the other; on the villa we 
know there were slaves, and as certainly there were slaves 
on the Saxon estate: that fact alone accounts for the 
language of a manor. Yet, after the Norman conquest, 
there is reason to believe that the actual state of the servi 
and villani rapidly changed for the better, though the 
law and its technical terms did not. The law, as I have 
said, slept, at first it may be lightly, at length soundly ; it 
could always be awakened, and every now and then it was 
awakened ; a pig-headed lord might insist on his strict 
legal rights, or a great national calamity might call for 
stern and exceptional measures, but I have seen no proof 
that any slavery in fact existed in this country after the 
Conquest, and very little proof of servitude. And here 
another defect may be noted. Some authors seem to have 
no very definite idea of what they mean by siervitude, or 
what they mean by liberty; not a few require to he 
reminded that liberty does not mean freedom from all 
law, from all obligations — an absurdity sufficiently refuted, 
one would have thought, more than two thousand years 
asjo by Plato and Aristotle. To be bom a predestined 
ploughman is not in itself worse than to be born a 
predestined baron of the realm ; both are bound in ways 
which neither, very likely, would have chosen, had choice 
been offered, and, when all is said and done, is not every 
man, at all times and places, and under all circumstances, 
born with some yoke or other on his neck ? To be tied 
by law to one spot of earth from the cradle to the grave 
was, no doubt, a cruel hardship to a man who wished to 
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rove. But did men^ in general^ wish to rove, and did 
masters^ as a rule^ insist on keeping unwilling men at 
home ? It will be said that if a man ran away his maeter 
might pursue^ and take him back by force : by law he 
might do 80^ but even in Henry the Third's lime he must 
exercise that right immediately ; if he let three or four 
days elapse either through ignorance or negligence^ he was 
likely to get into trouble : fuffitivi, says Bracton (Lib. 1, 
cap. 10, fol. 6, b, ed. 1669) statim persequi debent^ et 
petentur infra tertium vel quartum diem ; after that time 
the lord must set the law in motion, and go through all 
the worry and expense of a suit. After the Black Death 
even this was sopetimes done, but then there was a reason 
for it : famine stared us in the face, and it was necessary 
that the fields should be tilled. Except at such seasons, 
I doubt very much whether men were much interfered 
with. It is, perhaps, difficult to obtain evidence as to the 
treatment of domestic servants, yet it is certain that their 
lives and limbs were as safe as those of other men. In 
fact, in this country, men of all ranks and professions 
appear at all times since the Conquest to have been 
strongly in favour of free, as opposed to compulsory, 
service ; they had too much good sense not to know that 
with our laws and customs more work was got out of 
the one than could be got out of the other. There were 
exceptions to all this, of course ; there were isolated cases 
of abominable injustice and hardship ; under all circum- 
stances and at all times, our own included, law is violated 
and atrocities are committed; what one wants to know is 
not what was abnormal and exceptional, but what was 
the rule, and that is the very thing which we are not told. 
Any one who will read Britton's chapter on Villenage 
(vol. 1, chap. 32, p. 194, ed. Nichols) through, together 
with the other passages in the book where villains are 
mentioned, must see that, speaking by the mouth of that 
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lawyer (if lawyer he was, and not altogether a myth), 
Edward the First was determined to make all his subjects 
legally free, as far as he could, without riding too roughly 
over the common law. To the villain, whom his master 
sought to recover under the writ de nativo habendo, he 
suggests pleas which savour strongly of uncommonly 
sharp practice. I give the hist one in Mr. Nichols' trans- 
lation: '*or he [the villain] may say that the plaintiff 
ought not to be answered until he has fully restored to 
him whatever goods of his he detains from him, or hath 
*' detained since he claimed free estate ; which plea shall 
" be allowable by reason of the words contained in our 
" writ, which says, * with all his chattels and all 
" ' his suit,' so that the plaintiff in his own writ 
" supposes himself not to be seised of any of the 
" chattels." It seems clear that with a little thought 
this plea might throw the plaintiff, that is, the lord 
claiming *^ his man," into the greatest difficulty ; for 
instance, a villain runs o£E ten miles, and leaves behind 
him half a dozen sheep in the lord's fold. The lord claims 
him " and all his chattels." ** Nonsense," says the man, 
*' you are at this moment in pocisession of some of my 
" goods ; you have got my sheep ; give them into my 
*' possession here, some ten miles off the farm, and as 
soon as I have got them from you I may perhaps tell 
you what my answer is to your claim." The lord's 
writ fails as a matter of course ; he has to bring the sheep 
ten miles, put them, if he can, into his man's possession 
(who may by that time have run somewhere else), and sue 
for a new writ : and the same trick may be played over 
and over again. The plea furnishes a curious and in- 
structive example of the way in which English lawyers 
have from time to time so pressed the letter of the law 
as in effect to defeat the law ; at any rate, it shows a 
strong leaning to the villain's side in favour of legal 
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liberty. Cowell observes, "Sir Edward Coke, out of 
" Fortescue, hath this note, ImpiiLS et crudelis judicandus 
" qui libertati non favet; and gives this as the reason of 
*^ it, Anglitsjura in omni casu dantfavorem libertati** 

I cannot but wonder when I see some writers pointing 
to things like the license to marry as a proof of servitude, 
for no one pretends for a moment that leave was ever 
refused. The lord of a manor naturally and justly 
required some return for the advantages which his 
tenants enjoyed, and the petty fine on marriage was a 
very harmless way of increasing his scanty revenue. He 
who cannot afford twopence, say two shillings of our 
money, to marry the girl of his heart, can hardly be 
sufficiently prosperous to venture upon the perils of 
matrimony. I shall, perhaps, be told that the tenants 
themselves strongly objected to this fine on marriage. 
Why, of course they objected. Who is so ignorant of 
human nature as not to know that the average man 
always objects to pay any tax, however just, if he sees a 
fair chance of evading payment I Their objection to pay 
this petty fine, like their strong objection to payLeirwite 
(a fine imposed for the incontinence of their daughters), 
does not prove the injustice of either tax, but it does 
prove, what all the world knows by experience to be true, 
that men will in general shuffle out of cash payments if 
they can, and will always cover their act with as plausible 
an excuse as they can invent. 

There is yet another error into which some authors 
full, that of drawing parallels between the continent and 
this country. Now it is certain that political and social 
life was in England something very different from what it 
was abroad. The feudal system strongly marked the 
various gradations of rank, but amongst us that system 
existed from the first, along with a strange amount of 
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equality. Since by nature no men are or can be equal, 
all equality must be artificial and fictitious ; what^ then, 
18 the best test of social equality ? I know of but one. 
Those people who will eat together and marry together 
consider themselves socially equal ; those who will 
neither eat nor marry together consider themselves 
socially unequaL If this be a fair test^ then^ frcnn the 
Conquest down to 1688-9, all English men and women 
were in that sense equaL Like sensible people, their 
practice was to marry in their own station, but no man or 
woman was degraded and disgraced, none lost caste by 
marrying out of it Britton, who wrote in the reign of 
Edward the Firsts tells us what the legal consequences 
will be if the lady or lord of a manor marries a male or 
female villain (voL 1^ p, 198) ; he sees no sort of absurdity 
in supposing such a thing to happen ; and in Glanville's 
chapter on Rape (Lib. XIV., cap. 6), though his words 
seem at first sight adverse to such an interpretation, I 
fancy I see just the same view as that expressed by 
Britton ; and Glanville, or the treatise which passes under 
his name, belongs to the reign of Henry the Second^ 
about a hundred years after the Conquest Britton, in 
fact^ supposes more than this^ for he puts the case 
(vol. 1, p. 206) of a knight's son who marries a nativa or 
neyve, as he calls her^ and so becomes the grandfather of 
the great grandfather of Peter, who is accused of running 
away from the manor of John his master; that is, he sees 
no absurdity^ legal or otherwise^ in supposing a knight*s 
son to marry a ** nei/ve " in the reign of Rufus or that of 
Henry the Firc't I am writing at this moment within 
gun-shot of Oxford castle, the builder of which, Robert 
D'Oyly, was a trusted servant of the Conqueror ; he married 
an English wife, Alditha of Wallingford. What D'Oyly 
did, other Normans in all ranks did likewise; it matters. 
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nothing what their motives Mere, whether policy, avarice, 
or natural affection ; the result was that the Saxone 
anil Normnne who in 1066 were distinct people with 
different habitfi became in some fifty or sixty years 
one people with identical habits. William of Malmes- 
bury, who died in Stephen's reign, almost says as much, 
nor is he by any means the only witness to the fact. 
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" Hanna^ wife of Roger Haddock^ slioemaker in Chester "; 
" Catherine, wife of John Clarke^ of London^ bookseller " ; 
and '* Mary, wife of James Bettenham, printer of this 
book." Now this, I suppose, could not be paralleled 
abroad, and certainly not to the same extent. Even 
foreigners resident amongst us were carried away by the 
force of our example. Katherine, every inch a Queen, the 
daughter of Charles, King of France, the widow of 
Henry the Fifth, King of England, the mother of King 
Henry the Sixth, was a mate fit for an emperor. Had 
she lived with Owen Tudor as his paramour, few or none 
in those loose days would have seen anything strange in 
her conduct; what Katherine did was something in 
defiance of all the rules she had been taught to respect ; 
she married him. In France and Germany not only were 
royal houses unwilling to confess their equality with their 
subjects, but the nobles usually lost caste if they married 
with those not noble. The two orders were, as a rule, 
separated very widely, and, in general, hated each other 
most heartily. In England it was never so. C)ur nobles 
never constituted a caste, and nobility or title with us 
always in the middle ages implied ofiBce and duties — some- 
thing to be done rather than something to be enjoyed. 
We never were eo foolish as to allow all the children of a 
baron to be barons and baronesses ad infinitum; and our 
system had a further advantage, it tended to knit all 
classes of society together, one consequence of which was 
that, though we had insurrections, we never had a Jacquerie, 
for the worst excesses of Tyler and Cade were child's play 
when compared to the horrors of a French or German 
rising. In an English family, fairly well-to-do, during the 
thirteenth or fourteenth centuries the eldest son was 
probably a knight \> ith numberless dutieji, which he was 
obliged to perform ; the younger sons, if there were many 
children, might be, and constantly were, no better off 
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tlian one of their eldest brother's faxmere, but they were 
still gentlemen, and so helped to connect the lower with 
the higher rank. When trade began to flourish, and it 
did so pretty early, few younger sons disdained to help 
themselves by its means ; a nobleman was in no wise 
degraded by buying and selling. As Stow says, " noble-^ 
*' men of this realm, of old time, as also of late years, 
" have dectlt in merchandises.'' William de la Pole was 
a knight banneret, and yet the king's merchant. How 
powerfully all this helped to bind all orders of society 
together anyone can see. Add, too, that gentle and simple 
had but one religion, that at church, and especially at the 
great festivals, they all met as friends, if not as brethren ; 
that what amused one class equally amused another. If a 
man called Ireland " Hyreland," no one was scandalized ; 
if he broke Priscian's head, no one cared ; if he called a 
spade a spade, no one was shocked ; if he dispensed with 
the modern machinery of a pocket-handkerchief, no one 
was offended : it was a society as vicious, certainly, and 
yet perhaps as virtuous, as our own, but it was by no 
means so sensitive and nervous — a rude, rough society, in 
which there was little to distinguish the highest man in 
the realm from the lowest, except a difference in their 
duties, and a difference in the cut and quality of their 
coats. The inveterate and irreconcileable hostilities, 
engendered by differences of religion, of taste, and habits, 
which now split society into a hundred jarring cliques and 
Mictions, had then no existence or hardly any. If there 
is any truth in these fiagmentary remarks (and I shall 
neither be hurt nor surprised to be told that there is 
none), then he must be a bold man who thinks to illustrate 
our ways and doings by comparing us with Germans or 
with Frenchmen. But to return — the notes, poor and 
imperfect as they are, will save many a reference to 
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Cowell^ Spelman^ and other?, and for that reason ak>ne 
I print what at first I had resolved to suppress. If they 
were what they ought to be, they would furnish a full and 
complete commentary on every thing, person, and place 
mentioned in these rolls, but a commentary of that kind 
was out of my power. Such place-names as Shakarsway, 
Derebought, and the like, could only be identi6ed by one 
very intimately acquainted with the locality, or on a very 
minute and accurate map. The names of persons are 
equally difficult. There are books on English surnames, 
but there is no book written in a workmanlike manner ; 
the materials are superabundant : all that is wanted in this 
age of talk are men with the power and the will to do. 
More than four hundred persons are mentioned in these 
five rolls, and they furnish examples of every kind of 
English name except one. There is no instance of the 
double name, or alias, which became common about 1450 
and gradually died out in the cour«e of some two hundred 
years. Hooker alias Vowell, will occur to everyone as 
an instance of this singular practice, and during the 
period mentioned such names may be counted by the 
hundred. I have never seen any satisfactory explanation 
oF this odd custom. An hereditary surname seems to 
have been unknown to the Saxons, but after the Conquest 
it soon became common in all ranks, though Englisihmen 
have at all periods very freely dropped one name and 
adopted another. More curious is the fact that many 
Saxons themselves abandoned their national custom, and 
entailed one name on their posterity, as is proved by the 
pure Saxon names now burne by so many English families. 
From some notes made when 1 was a boy of twelve or 
thirteen, I am enabled to trace in a single and remarkable 
instance the process by which a purely Saxon family 
became, so to speak, Normanized.

The authorities for all this are the Close and Charter 
Rolls of John ; Staw's Survey ; the Roll of the Pipe, and 
others* Henry FitzAilwine became provost or mayor of 
London in 1189; that is, the purely Saxon name of 
A^ilwin became fixed and hereditary in the reign of Henry 
the Second. The Norman Fitz was soon drop^)ed, and 
Ailwin is not very uncommon at this day* On a few of 
the Cressingham surnames some observations will be 
found in the notes ; the Christian names may be disposed 
of here. There appear to be three hundred and sixteen 
men, but I do not profess to have counted either men or 
women with extraordinary care- Out of this number 
seventy-five are named John, fifty- one William, forty-two 
Thomas, twenty-six Richard, twenty-five Robert, thirteen 
Roger, seven Geoffrey. Of Alan, Edward, and Hugh, 
there are six instances each; of Henry, Edmund, and 
Simon, five each ; of Peter, Stephen, and Walter, four 
each ; of Adam, Gilbert, and Giles, three each ; of 
Laurence, Martin, Michael, and Nicholas, two each, while 
there are only single representatives of Alexander, 
Arthur, Christopher, Clement, David, EflTamidus, George, 
Jervice, Julian, Leonard, Ralph, Reyner, Silvester, Titus, 
and Vincent. Thirty-eight names serve for three hundred 
and sixteen men; but eighty-six women have twenty- 
eight names among them. Of these, Alice, Agnes, and 
Margaret are the favourites. Their numbers are as 
follows : Alice, sixteen ; Agnes, fourteen ; Margaret, 
ten; Christiana, six; Elizabeth and Joan, four each; 
Catherine, Cecilia, Isabel, three each ; Clarice or Clarissa, 
Petronilla, Sarra, Sibilla, two each ; of ihe following 
names there is only one example for each : Agatha, Anne, 
Beatrix^ Denise, Dorothy, Evina, Gundred, Ivetta, 
Lettice or Letitia, Lina, Lucy, Mabel, Matilda, Milicent, 
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ThomasSna : besides these, laolcle, Basilea, and Sabina 
are implieil in otber names. 

We should hardly expect to find in a Norfolk manor 
roll any evidence as to the Engliah pronuncintioD of 
Greek, and yet the odd name Effamidus seems to tell us 
something. When Edowes gave in his name, the Bcribe, 
in the most artless and strnghtforward way possible, wrote 
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commoneflt^ and surely, for every day wear^ the prettiest 
of all names^ Mary; not a single one from 1328 to 1584. 
Stow, ia his Survey, mentions scores of women, but, I 
tiiink, only three Maries before 1500, namely. Dame 
Mary St. Maure, buried in St. Laurence Jewry ; Mary 
de Saint Paule, Countess of Pembroke, wife of ** Aymor 
de Valence," who had a chaplain at St. James' in the 
Wall, near Oripplegate ; and the *' maiden named Mary ** 
who *'long before the Conquest" founded a house of 
Sisters at St. Mary Overy by London Bridge. The 
Countess of Pembroke was a Frenchwoman ; Mary 
St Maure probably not an Englishwoman ; and the 
•* maiden named Mary " is somewhat mythical : if real„ 
she must have been a Eoman Chiistian, for Mary was 
not, I believe, a Saxon name. English Maries before 
1500 seem to be uncommon: Edward the First had a 
daughter so called ; two occur in the Bedinoffield pedigree 
before 1300; and the first wife of Henry the Fourth was 
Mary de Bohun. Is it fanciful to imagine that English- 
woiuen for some time avoided the name from a feeling of 
humility and reverence? 

And now a word regarding the manors to which these 
rolls belong. As far as I can make out, the first four 
record the proceedings of what Blomefield (An Essay 
toiaards a Topographical History of Norfolk, by Francis 
Blomefield, continued by the late Reverend Charles 
Parkin, A.M., 11 vols., London 1805-10, 8vo.) calls 
** Cressingham, or the Dean and Chapter of Norwich's 
** Manor," and I give his account of it, so far as it 
concerns us, omitting his notes. 

Cbbssinqham, or the Dean and Chaptes of Norwich's 

Manor. 

This manor was enjoyed by the Bishops of the see till 
the reign of King Stephen, when Eborard the Bishop, 
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'being diBtressed in the vara between the King and the 
Empress Maud was obliged to reBign bis right in this 
town and in part of Blickling in Norfolk, to two powerful 
knights and leadersi to preserve the rest of his bisbopriok, 
but this being done without the consent or advice of hia 
conveDt, he afterwards entreated Pope Eugenius to absolve 
him, and that the said lordships might be restored to his 
church of Korwich ; and accordingly tikis lordship came 
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St. Michael, at I5d. a quarter ; and at Easter, 160 eggs, 
with man J customs, daj- works, &c. 

In 1317 Sir Walter de Norwich alienated to the prior 
and convent 3 messuages, 169 acres of land, and 12 of 
meadow, in Cressingham Magna, Parva, and Hopton; 
and on Friday the Vigil of the Nativity of St. John 
Baptist, in the same year Richard de la River, Knt., and 
Maud his wife, gave license to Rohert the Prior, and the 
convent of Norwich, to receive the lands, which Sir Walter 
held of them ; and Maud, relict of Sir Robert de Tony, 
gave her license also, some of the said lands belonging to 
the honour of Richmond being held by her. 

John, son of Clement de Cressingham, and Avice his 
wife, gave also their license; and in 1316, Philip Payn 
of Hopton by Cressingham, confirmed what he held of 
Sir Walter, in the said villages, and what Sir Walter held 
of him, and William de Hockham confirmed the same for 
the payment of Ss, per annum. All this was purchased 
at 400 marks by John de Ely, alias Salmon, Bishop of 
Norwich, and given to the prior and convent, for the 
better endowment of the chantry priest founded by the 
baid Bishop in the chapel of St. John the Evangelist built 
by him, at the west door of the cathedral (for which see 
vol. iii, p. 499; vol. iv, p. 56-6). 

The manor was always leased out by the priors ; and in 
1513 Sir Robert Southwell held it of the prior, paying 
13/. ISs. 4d in money, &c. per annum ; soon after this it 
came to the Jenneys, who held it of the Dean and Chapter 
of Norwich, on the dissolution of the Priory. — Blomefield, 
vol. vL, p. 95, sqq. 

It continued with the Jenneys till 1688, when Tliomas 
Jenney sold it to Alderman Farrington of London* 
Blomefield, or rather Parkin, traces its descent further, 
but it is needless to print more. There is much in the 
above account which is, and must be, obscure without 
exact maps of the estate at different periods, and such 
maps I know not where to find. If the priors always 
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leased out the manor I do not see why the scribe should 
have been so particular in adding the names and years of 
the prior and cellerer (p. 24), nor why the prior William 
Spynk should have been present in 1489 (p. 52), 

The last roll is more perplexing than the rest, for it 
seems to represent a number of manors as united : Great 
Cressingham, Little Cressingham, Hockham's, Glose- 
brig's, Rysley's, Strayehall, and Collyns. The substance 
of Blomefield*d (rather Parkin's) account of five of these 
id as follows : 

Hockham's, Glosebriq's, and Rtlet's. 

By the survey we find that one Ralph, who held lands 
of the Bishop, disseised a certain freeman, of a carucate 
of land, who was in the King's sec, this was valued 
at 20*. In the 24th of Henry Til. Edmund de Hockbam 
held here a moiety of a fee of William Boynton, he of 
William de Gaston, and he of the Bishop of J^orwich, and 
the Bishop of the King in capite. Roger le Virley, 
Thomas de Cressingham, and John de Glossbrigge, held 
in the 27th of Edward III. the moiety of a fee, which 
John son of Clement formerly held of the Calthorps, who 
held of the Bishop ; and in the 30th of the same King, 
Benedict and Laurence de Hockbam, chaplains, and Peter 
le Gross held a moiety of the heirs of Agnes de Boyton. 
In the 3d of Hen. IV. Richard Ryley held the moiety 
of the Caltborp tenure, and Richard Hockham, held that 
of Boynton, &c. of John Methwold, and John of the 
Bishop as part of his barony ; and in the reign of 
Henry VIII. Sir Christopher Jenney, in whom it was 
united to the manor of Street-Hall, and so remain at 
this day. Blomefield, vol. vi., p. 97-8. 

Stbeet-Hall, alias Straw-Hall. 

This lordship consisted of lands partly royal domain in 
the Confessor's time, and given by that King to Ralph 
Earl of Norfolk, who forfeited it ; at the Survey it was 
in the Crown, and held or farmed of the King by Godric, 
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and partly of the lands of Edwin, (Earl of Mercia) who 
hud one mill valued at 60s. at the Survey at 30s. ; this 
part was given by the Conqueror to Alan Earl of Rich- 
mond, the other part came by grant to de Bosco or Bois, 
as in Sporle. 

This lordship was held in the beginning of King 

Henry III. by the family of Le Briton Another 

part of this manor belonged to the Tonys from the Con- 
quest ; and in 1263 Roger de Tony died seized of the 
manor of Steet-Hall, that is of the part held of the honour 
of Richmond; Maud, relict of Sir Robert, held it in 1282, 
when Sir Richard de la River, Knt., and Maud, held the 
other part ; after this, the two other parts united, and 
were held by the de la Rivers, the Garlikes, and by Sir 
William Fasten the Judge in the reign of Henry VI. ; 
and before this, in 1274, Walter atte Street, who gave 
name to the lordship, was found to hold the same of the 
Tonys, and the Britons : after this Sir William Fasten, in 
the reign of Henry VIII. sold it to Dame Elizabeth 
Fitz- Williams, and in 1622 it was conveyed to Talbot 
Fepys, Esq., and Richard Feveryere, Gent., by Clement 
Coibet, Esq., and Miles Fernley. In the reign of 
Charles I. it was held by the Jenneys, and from them 
it came to Farrington &c." Blomefield, vol. vi., p. 98-9. 

The manors of Hockham, Glosebrig, liyley, and 
Street-hall are all in Great Cressingham, but how 
situated with respect to the Dean and Chapter's Manor 
I cannot make out. Moreover, the roll is quite clear 
in calling Eyley's, Rysley's, and the name is so spelt 
several times (pp. 76, 94, 98). Blomefield's account of 
Little Cressingham is as follows : — 

Little Cressingham. 

At the survey Ralph de Tony held this village, as a 
berwic, depending on his manor of Necton : it was in 
length one mile, and half a mile in breadth, and paid 3d, 
gelt. 
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The King had here also in domain one carucate held bj 
«i freeman, three villeins, &c. valued at 12«. held at the 
"Survey, under the said Tony. 

This manor passed in the Toneys with Necton, and in 
] 274 Ralph de Tony claimed the assize of bread and beer, 
free-warren, gallows, weifs and strays. In 1309 died Sir 
Robert de Tony, lord and patron of the church, held by 
half a knight's fee of the honour of Richmond ; it was 
then valued at 18/., and in 1317 Maud de Tony, his 
widow, had part of her dower here ; the said manor being 
entailed on Robert de Tony and Maud his wife. 

Having thus passed hitherto with Necton, it was sepa- 
rated by Henry VIII. who sold it to Robert Hogan, and 
he to Sir Richard Southwell, who was lord in 1643 : 

in 1621, the manor and advowson were 

alienated by Sir Thomas Southwell to Thomas Goffe. 
Blomefield, vol. vi., p. 108. 

Little Cressingham, Steer-hall in Cressingham Magna, 
and Wortham, or Wretham, are members of the manor 
of Necton (Blomefield, 6, p. 46). As to " Collyns/' I 
find no such manor mentioned by Blomefield anywhere, 
neither in his general index, nor in his sixth volume. Local 
antiquaries will doubtless be able to clear up some of 
these obscure points. 

All the rolls are on parchment, and except one 
(No. 3), very fairly preserved. The first is nearly 
twenty-five inches long by nine wide ; it is clearly and 
well written by two scribes on both sides of the skin in 
the common small court-hand of the period. The second 
is a not very well cut skin about twenty-two inches long 
by eight and three quarters wide, written as usual on 
both sides ; the proceedings of the first court (pp. 24-36) 
are in a hand which, but for the date, might very well 
belong to the reign of Edward the First ; the notes of the 
second court (pp. 38-42) are in a later hand. The third 
roll is not in such good preservation as the others, and 
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has suffered a good deal at the top ; it is about twenty- 
three inches long by seven and a half wide, and is written 
only on one side ; the parchment is thin and poor, and 
the ink faint The fourth is well written in two hands 
on both sides of a skin twenty-five inches long by nine 
and three-eighths wide. The fifth consists of two skins 
fastened together at the top, and written all over on 
both sides. The uppermost skin is twenty-two inches 
by nine and an eighth, and the lower one twenty-four 
inches by nine and an eighth. They are well written at 
the beginning in a good Elizabethan hand, but as Arthur 
Chapman got tired, his writing becomes rather rough 
and careless. 

In conclusion let me say again, that the only part of 
this book which pretends to be of any value is the tran- 
script itself; all the rest is to be taken for what it is 
worth.

p. 2.] Curia et Leia, Thetw^o things are distinct. A Court- 
Baron, Curia BaroniSy b&jb Cowell, "is a Court that every 
•* Lord of a Manor (which in ancient times were cali'd Barons) 
" hath within his own Precincts.** Properly speaking, a Court 
Baron consists of free-holders " wherein the Suitors, that is 
** the Free-holders, be Judges," whereas in a common Manorial 
Court, which consists both of freeholders and copyholders, 
" the Lord, or his Steward, is Judge." In either case the 
Manorial Court is strictly local ; it coscems the tenants of that 
manor only, and is ruled by its own customs, which vary 
considerably in different places. The Leet is wholly different, 
it is always the King's Court. Sir William Scroggs (^The 
Practice of CourtS'Leet and Courts^Baron^ ed. 4, 8vo., Lond. 
1728, p. 1, sg.) says this : " A Court-Leet, which is defined to 
" be a Court of Record, originally derived out of the Sheriff's 
" Torn, and of the same nature with it, and erected in Ease 
" thereof, for the Punishment of Breaches of the Peace, 
" Misdemeanors, Encroachments, Nuisances, and other Offences 
^' arising within its particular Precincts, in the same manner 
" as the like Offences are punishable within the Sheriff's Torn ; 
*^ and is to be held twice yearly, as that is. Its original 

Institution seems to be, for that anciently all such as now 
" owe Suit to this Court were bound to come to the Sheriff's 
'^ Torn ; in order there to take Oath of Allegiance, &c., and to 
" unite together for the Preservation of the Peace and good 
" Government of the Kingdom. But it being more for the 
" People's Ease to have the like Courts held within their own 
** Townships or Manors, the Lords of such Manors, for 
" money, &c. procured Grants of such Courts to be held for 
*' Kesiants, or Inhabitants within their manors, &c., and as a 
*< Recompence for the Charge in obtaining such Grants, the 
" Resiants agreed to pay a certain Sum called Capitage or 
" Cerium Letce, And note, for non-payment of this Duty, 
'* or a refusal to present it, such Grantees may prescribe to 
** amerce the Defaulters, and to distrein for the Amerciament ; 
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" but no such Prescription shall bo allowed for any othei 
" matter of a private Nature." 

The name of Scroggs, rightly or wrongly, is generally coupled 
with that of Jeffreys. I sometimes doubt whether justice has 
been done to Scroggs, but I can attest that his book on Courts 
Leet is well and clearly written. It may not be universally 
known that he was one of fifty officers — all volunteers— con- 
tributed by this college to the army of Charles the First, the 
most mpndacious of martyrs, one of the most incompetent of 
kings, yet a man whom I am especially bound to respect, 
because he refused to borrow a book from the Bodleian, when 
he found it was forbidden by statute. The names of the fifty 
Pembroke enthusiasts for what they believed to be a righteous 
cause, and for which they were willing (all honour to them !) 
to fight, are preserved in one of Anthony a Wood's manuscripts 
in the Bodleian, aud are here printed, it is believed, for the first 
time.

p. 2 ] esson, i.e,, essonium, a word of somewhat doubtful 
etymology, but most probably a broken-down form of 
exonerationem ; others derive it from an old German or 
Frankish word sonnis or sunnis, apparently meaning an 
obstacle or hindrance. According to Cowell, "Essoine, 
essonium signifieth in the Common Law, the allegation of 
an excuse from him that is summoned^ or sought for to 
appear, and answer to an Action real, or to perform Suit to

*' a Court-Baron upon just cause of absence . . • . The 
** Causes that serve to essoine any man summoned, are divers, 

a 



yet drawn chiefly to five heads, whereof the first is, Ultra 
mare, whereby the Defendant shall have forty days. The 
^' second, De terra Sancta, where the Defendant shall have a 
*^ year and a day, and these must be laid in the beginning of 
^' the Plea. The third, De malo Veniendi, which is also 
** called, the common essoine. The fourth is, De malo lectin 
^' And the fifth, De servitio Regis,^^ In some cases the 
essoiner (essoniator) might be required to find sureties, or to 
pledge his faith that he would present his principal in Court 
on a further day, or, as Bracton (fol. 337, h,) says, " ideo 
^' affidabit essoniator, quod habebit dominum suum ad alium 
" diem ad warrantizandum dictum et essonium suum." Thus 
Richard Duplak (p. 60) was, on March 29th, 1490, excused 
** de coi," that is, de eommuni essonio : in other words, he got 
his essoiner to say that the roads were bad, or that he was 
otherwise engaged, so that he could not attend the Court. 
And on November 2nd, 1490 (p. 64) he wajs amerced sixpence 
" quia non warrantizavit essonium suum ultimo Curie/' 

p. 2.] Petronilla de Mintling versus Willielmum atte 
Wente de placito transgressionis per Adam atte Water. 
Affidavit [sc. Adam atte Water] et fr[illielmus atte Wente] 
optulit se. " Trespass, Trnnsgressio, signifies any trans- 
** gression of the l^aw under Treason, Felony, or Misprison of 
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** either.'' — Cowell^ who has much more on the subject. 
PetroniUa having bronght an action against William atte Wente, 
finds it mconrenient to proceed; she therrfcre gets Adam 
atte Water to excuse her absence. It appears that at the next 
Conrt (p. 16) she dropped the action , and paid three pence for 
leave to come to terms with her opponent, who on the present 
occasion appears in person. The scribe writes '^ op se ** 
without the slightest mark of contraction, but the phrase 
^ optulit se ** was so common that he never dreamt it could 
embarrass a modern : see Bracton, fol. 335. b ; 354. a. White 
Kennett, Parochial Antiquities : 2 vola. 4to. Oxford, 1818 ; 
Vol. 1, p. 500. 

Mintlingg, a name which the scribe writes man j ways, is 
the modem Mintlyn, a little S.E. of L3mn. Eeference to the 
index will show how very common such names are ; there are 
four such on the present page. Names like atte Wente, atte 
Water, are in process of formation, and at a later period 
become Atwent, Atwater, Atwood, A wood, or simply Wood. 
Went or Wente is either a turning or a passage. 

p. 2.] De Johanne le Smyth de Pykenham pro licentia 
eoncordandi cum Johanne de Fyncham. Neither in the King's 
Courts, nor, so far as I can find, in any other, could you come 
to a final and legal agreement with a man without paying for 
the privilege either to the King or other Lord. 

As places give rise to an immense number of proper names, 
60 do occupations, amongst which Smith is perhaps the 
commonest. Why Cooks should have been so numerous in the 
eastern counties, I do not know. Anyhow, Cook, Cock, Coke, 
&c. are very common there. Is there any country but England 
where an earl could be the descendant of a cook, a marquis of 
a tailor, or a duke of a butler ? 

p. 2.] De Willielmo Huherd pro falso clamep versus 
Alanum Engel et Agnetem uxorem ejus de placito debiti. 
" False Clttime," says Cowell, "is where a man claimes 
" more than his due : As the Prior of Lancaster by reason 
•* of a Charter had the tenth of all the venison, viz.. In carne 
" tantum sed non in coru). And because he made a false 
** Claim, and said, That he ought to have the tenth of all 
** venison within the Forest of Lancaster, as well in Carne as 
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'' in Corio ; therefore he was in misericordia de decima 
" venationis sucb in Corio non percipiendo,'* 

A plea of debt, of trespass, &c, means an action or suit 
about debt or trespass. 

p. 2.] Alan Engel ; an odd name, and, no doubt, the same 
as that spelt Ingel orlngil (pp. 14; 26). Perhaps it is Flemish, 
like Wenekes (p. 6), and possibly it is the original form of the 
modern Angel. The population of Norfolk and Suffolk seems 
to have been very mixed; Nally (p. 6, et alibi) is Irish, 
Macurneys looks like Scotch, Jervice seems to be French, 
Dakk is altogether outlandish. 

p. 2.] The m which occurs perpetually, both in the margin 
and in the body of manorial rolls, stands for misericordia ; " it is 
'* in Law used for an Arbitrary Amerciament imposed on any 
** for an offence ; for where ihe Plaintiff or Defendant in any 
*' Action is amerced, the Entry is Ideo in Misericordia. 
*' Bractony lib 4, tract. 5, cap, 6, hath these words. Item si quis 
*' in misericordiam incident pro disseisina^ non remawbit 
** misericordia exigenda, si ille qui amiserit, qucesiverit convic' 
" tionem, Kitchin, fol. 78, out of Glanvile, saith thus, Est 
*' autem misericordia, quia quis per juramentum legalium 
*' hominum amerciatus est ne aliquid de svo honor abili 
'^ contenemento amittat. See Glanvile^ lib. 9, cap, 11. Ittz- 
" herbert says, in his Nat. Brev., fol, 75, that it is called 
" 3Iisericordia^ because it ought to be very moderate, and 
" rather less than the Offence, according to the Tenour of 
** Magna Charta^ cap. 14 :" Cowell, who under Amerciament, 
Amerciamentum, says, it " signifies the pecuniary Punishment 
" of an Offendor against the King, or other Lord in his Court, 
^' that is found to be in Misericordia; that is, to have 
" offended, and to stand at the Mercy of the King or Lord. 
^^ There seems to be a difference between Amerciaments and 
** Fines y Kitchin, fol, 214. For Fines, as they are taken for 
'< Punishments, be certain, and grow expressly from some 
^' Statute, but Amerciaments are such as are arbitrarily im- 
** pos'd by AffeerorSy'' that is, persons ** who are appointed 
'^ at Court-Leets, upon Oath to set the Fines on such as have 
" committed Faults arbitrarily punishable, and have no express 
" Penalty appointed by the Statute." They were to be the 
equals of those whose fines they affeered. 
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p. 2.] Prmceptum^ sicut alias, retinere guatuor bussellos 
hordei captos super Rogerum le Miller etc. eo qiiod dictus 
Hogerus mortuus est et aitachiati erant ad sectam Petri le 
Cok, Itemy sicut alias^ distringere Jokannem Sharping etc, 
ad ostendendum qualiter ingressus est feodum domini, Item^ 
sicut alias, distringere Magistrum Firminum ad ostendendum 
qualiter etc, de tenemento perguisito de domino Johanne 
Walwain et pro Jidelitate, 

When a Court issued an order, and that order was not 
obeyed, it frequently issued a second with the words " sicut 
^' alias " ; if that was disobeyed, then a third with the magic 
word " sicut pluries." In Cressingliam they seem to be gene- 
rally content with ** sicut alias," though not always, for there 
is a '* sicut pluries " at p. 36. 

The four bushels of barley were attached, that is, seized : 
attachiamenta bonorum, says Cowell, is a ^' Distress taken upon 
" the Goods or Chattels of any, sued for Personal Estate or 
" Debt, by the Legal Attachiatores or Bayliffs as a security to 
'^ answer the Action." It appears from the same writer that 
Attachment and Distress are really distinct, though sometimes 
confounded together. 

Sharping is to be '* distrained" to show what sort of a title 
he has to the land which he possesses, or says he possesses, in 
the Lord's fee ; Firmin in like manner is to be ** distrained " to 
show the exact nature of his title to the property bought of 
Walwain and for fealty. Fierce as such language ma}^ appear, 
it seems quite clear that all such ^^distresses'' are purely 
formal. Each new tenant on the estate must show what his 
title is, whether he has acquired his property by purchase, gift, 
or what not : a very reasonable thing to do, and one which no 
honest man would object to. If, however, he did object, then 
he could be compelled by a real distress. In such cases as 
those before us, I suppose that the men were civilly asked to 
explain their title to the Cellarer or some othei' official. Fealty 
apparently was always exacted. " This fealty special is among 
" us performed either by Freemen or Villains. The form of 
** both see in Anno 14. E, 1, Stat, 2. in these words. When 
" a Freeman shall do fealty to his Lord, he shall hold his 
" right Hand upon a Book and say thus. Hear you my Lord By 
** that I A,B, shall he to you faithful and true and shall owe 
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** my Fealty to you for the Land that I hold ofyouy and truly 
^^ shall do you the Customs and Services that I ouglU to do to 
** you at the terms assigned: So help me God, and all his 
** Saints. And shall kiss the Book, but shall not kneel. 
** When a villain shall do Fealty to his Lord, he shall hold his 
" right Hand over the Book, and say thus, Hear you my 
^^ Lord Bf that I A,B. from this day forth unto you shall be 
" true and faithful, and shall owe you Fealty for the Land 
^^ which I hold of you in Villenage, and shall be justified by 
*^ you both in Body and Goods : So help me God, and all his 
'* Saints J' — Cow ell. I cannot at the moment refer to the 
original Act, but feel almost sure that it is a Statute not of 
Edward L, but one of uncertain date sometimes assigned to 
Edward II., and quite sure that the original oaths are in 
French. 

Magister was in Edward the Third's time the proper title of 
a Master of Arts, and I am puzzled to know whether Magister 
Firminus is identical with Firmanus de Lavenham, who in 
1324 was rector of Cressingham, dean of Orford deanery 1317, 
rector of Bacton, Suffolk, 1316, archdeacon of Sudbury, 
ohancellor of Norwich 1328. (Blomefield, 6. p. 104.) Blome- 
fleld spells his name Firmanus ; the rolls read beyond doubt 
Firminu:^. Walwain is rather an uncommon name : one 
William Walwaine was Lord High Treasurer to Edward the 
Second in 1318 according to Beatson. 

p. 4.] Williehnus filius Johannis atte Well dat [duodedm 
deoarios^ domino pro quatuor solidis uno denario levandis de 
Willielmo filio Sabinae quos dictus Willielmus non potest 
dedicere. This transaction I do not at all understand ; why, if 
it was a genuiue case of debt, should At well pay nearly five 
and twenty per cent, to recover it ? After all, however, if he 
really recovered Ss. Id, he got it at a far cheaper rate than the 
rascality of lawyers will now permit. 

p. 4.] Capitales plegii, that is Chief pledges, originally the 
chief or most substantial and respectable men of each tything 
or decenna ; but here merely, I suppose, a dozen of the 
steadiest and most respectable of the tenants in the manor. 
The thing is a survival of the ancient Frank Pledge, concerning 
whiih much has been written which I do not find to be either 
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very consistent or very intelligible. Even if I thoroughly 
understood those who profess to expound the subject, it would 
bo impossible to say all that is necessary in a note. 

p. 4.] Finis : Tres denarii de Willielmo Huberd pro licentia 
ponendi blada crescendo in villenagio domini extra villenagium 
per annum, I find no explanation of this in any of the books 
I have consulted. If growing corn was put ** out of villen- 
age," in what state was it ? Was it like a freeholder's corn ? 
Was any restriction put on the sale or use of com in villenage ? 
Only one thing is clear : if it was worth a man's while to pay 
threepence to put corn out of villenage (he does not say how 
much corn) for a year, then there was believed to be some 
profit and advantage in so doing. 

p. 4.] Misericordia, Sex denarii de Willielmo Jilio (Jlariciae 
quia iraxii sanguinem de Petro le koke. Assaults, where no 
blood was drawn, are never noticed in these rolls as offences 
per se. When Alice de Mintling (p. 6.) thrashes the family of 
Alexander Nally, she is really fined for her invasion of his 
house ; she pays no heavier fine than Cecilia Gery who 
thrashed nobody when she forced her way into the dwelling 
of Margaret Wenekes. The vigour with which these bonny 
people thump each other, and the readiness with which they 
fine each other when the fighting is over, is most refreshing 
in these degenerate times. 

p. 6.] Hamsok. " Homesoken, but more truly Ham-soken 

" and Hamsoca is by Bract, lib, 3, tract, 2, cap, 23, 

^' thus defined, Homesoken dicitur invasio domus contra 
" pacem Domini JRegis.*^ — Cowell. The word has also other 
meanings. It is noticeable that not only an Englishman's 
'^ house/* but the humblest Englishman's cottage was his 
" castle," at all times by law, so far as I can find. 

p. 6.] De Willielmo Jilio Sabine pro rescusso facto ballivo 
domini de uno patillo capto nomine cujusdam districtionis. 
No book that I have looked into says what a " patill " is. 
Whatever it was the bailiff seized it, having been ordered to 
distrain fitzSabine for some offence, and fitzSabine either by 
force or guile gets it out of the bailifi^s hands. Kescue, 
rescussusj might be a serious afiair on a manor i on some, it 
ipso facto voided the tenancy. 
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p. 6.] De flugoneJiHo Johannis Brichmer pro eodem super 
TVillielmum cUteStrete de qtwdam panno capto pro dampno in 
hladis suis. This seems a very queer transaction. Brichmer 
damages Attestrete's corn ; Attestrete thereupon, taking the 
law into his own hands, seizes on a cloth or garment of 
Brichmer's as a pledge. Brichmer gets it back again, and is 
fined sixpence for so doing ; the sixpence goes to the Lord, and 
Attestrete apparently gets no compensation at all for his 
damaged com. 

p. 6.] De Adam atte Water pro purprcsturd factd super 
communam ad molendinum ventale longd tres perticas et in 
latitudine duos pedes. The scribe's Latinity is a little puzzling^ 
and I am not by any means sure that he would have written 
what I have, if called on to abandon contractions ; very likely 
he meant '^ longitudine trium perticarum et in latitudine 
** duorttm pedumy " Purpesture, purpresture . • . is properly 
'^ subtr actio clandestina terns alienee, ejusdemque vicince 
" ascriptio" — Cowell. 

p. 6.] De Sibil la le Try per e : What is a Trypere ? I am 
quite in the dark, but suppose she is a woman who prepares 
tripe. 

p. 6.] de Agnete Amys : Amys or Ames, though found in 
other parts of England, is an old Norfolk and Suffolk name. 
William Ames, the author of that excellent and neglected book 
De Conscientia et ejus jure vel casibus, libri quinque ; 
Amstelod. 1630, 4^, was a Norfolk man; Joseph Ames, the 
author of the Typographical Antiquities^ was born at Yar- 
mouth, and was descended from Launcelot Ames or Aymas, a 
native of Norwich. Our Agnes was probably one of the same 
family. In some article or book on proper names I have seen 
the terminal 5, which is common to so many of our names, 
explained as the last remnant of the syllable son ; knowing 
nothing about the matter, it seems to me much more likely 
that the s in Amys is nothing but the sign of the genitive case, 
and that Wattis (p. 10), probably meant Wat's son or daughter, 
Wat's child is short; Punteys (p. 6), the child of Punte 
(p. 12). 

p. 8.] De Galfrido le Miller pro injusta semita ultra 
croftum Radulphi Suter, Croftum and crofta is <* a little 
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" Close or Pightle adjoyning to a House, either for Pasture or 
** Arable, as the Owner pleases." — CowelL 

p. 8.] De Claricia filia Rogeri Hubert pro huiesio injuste 
Icvato super Willielmum Bohyn. Cowell quotes from the 
Cartular. Abbat. Glastoo. MS. f. 87: Abbas et Conventus 
usL sunt hiis libertatibus, soil, yisum franciplegii, hutesium 
clamatuniy et effusionem sangainis. The full phrase is 
hutesium et clamor. 

p. 8.] De Johanne le Nepere pro purpresturd faetd in 
eommuni vid faciendo puteum et jactando marlerium ad 
nocumentum vicinorum et transeuncium, Marlerium is, 
according to Cowell, a marl pit ; here, however (unless the 
scribe wrote marlerum) it must mean the earth dug out of 
the well. Alexander Nallj, just below, also offends faciendo 
puteum profundum ad dampnum et periculum vicinorum et 
transeuncium, I do not know what a ** Neper " is, but suspect 
it to have something to do with napery ; weavers and cloth 
makers abounded here. 

p. 8.] De Galfiido Spanoe pro injusta semita ultra prata 
domini cum aucis suis apud Fulmor, Auca = avica, Is con- 
tinually used for a goose. Kennett in his Glossary writes it 
auca — a completely different word — and goes very wrong. 
Auca becomes the French oie, Sparwe is, I believe, the 
modern name Sparrow. The marginal note is to be read : 
contra, quia potuit per licentiamjuitque domino. 

p. 10.] Brecon. The context shows that this must mean 
people who break and steal wood, but the word does not occur 
in any books I have looked into ; the scribe was a bold man if 
he meant us to read breconarii. One thinks of the French 
braconnier, but that is said to be derived from brache. 

p. 10.] De Henrico Pawe pro assisd panisfractd. The 
assize of bread and beer was a statute made, as some say, in the 
51st Hen. III., but it is of uncertain date. It is an attempt to 
settle by law the fair profits to be made by bakers and brewers, 
and consequently to fix the price of bread and ale, based on the 
current price of materials and the estimated cost of production. 
Five or six hundred years ago the man who sold bad meat, 
bread, or beer, was liable, on conviction, to tolerably severe 
penalties; a third offence subjected him to imprisonment during 
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the King's pleasure. At Cressingham, as in many other 
manors, the Lord had the assize of bread and ale. Fourteen 
persons, all women, are fined for breaking the assize of beer 
alone, and eight for breaking both the assize of beer and bread. 
It will be noticed that these people are not onlj to sell good 
beer, but they are also to give good measure. 

The name Pawe is not to be found in the London Directory, 
and I cannot guess either its meaning or etjmolosrj. The 
family of Pawe had a coat of arms, which is given in Blomefield, 
vol. 10, p. 69. 

p. 10.] De Sarra uxore Nally pro eodem. Debet quia non 
tulit. Nil quia braciavit nisi semeL This is an odd little 
note. Sarah, by strict custom, owes an amercement for not 
bringing her measures to be inspected, but no sum is entered 
against her for that omission, as it is against the rest, and the 
reason appears to be given in the words ^^ Nothing : because she 
" only brewed once." 

p. 12. De Cecilia le Bulwere pro eodem : tulit. I could not 
imagine what a ^^ Bulwere " was, and had fancied that he or 
she might possibly be in some way connected with that very 
important animal on a small estate — the town bull ; but I have 
since met with the following passage which seems worth 
quoting, though it should be observed that the accomplished 
and noble author does not adduce a particle of evidence for any 
of his assertions. 

The Life .... of ... . Lord Lyttouy Lond., 1883, Svo,^ 
Vol J., p. 9, sqq, " My paternal family has been settled in 
'^ Norfolk since the Conquest, and my eldest brother still 
*' possesses at Wood Bailing the lands conferred on his ancestor 
" by Aymer de Valence. The name of Bulwer attests the 
'< Scandinavian origin of the Norman soldier. For, in its 
" earlier spelling of Bolver, or Bolverk, it occurs as that borne 
'' by Sea King and Skald in the chronicles of the Baltic, and 
'^ forms one of the titles given to Odin himself. The name 
" was, however, apparently known in England before the 
'^ advent of the great, son of Rou ; since, as one of our most 
'^ erudite historians has remarked, the place called Bulverhithe 

<' still speaks of the landing of Bulver the Dane * 

** During the first two or three generations the 
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*' Bulvers obeyed the Norman fashion, and distinguished them- 
" selves by the title of the lands which they held in fief * de 
** Dalling ' ; but by the fourth generation at latest, though they 
'' still held the same lands, they dropped the French designation 
" derived from their territorial possessions, and returned to the 
" rough name of their Scandinavian fathers, which they have 
" retained to this day." Jbid, p. 10 : " The heirs and descen- 
'^ dants of the first Bolver de Bailing subsided by natural 
'' degrees into obscure and peaceful, squii-earchs.*' After 
reading this magnificent passage, I still do not know what a 
'^Bulwer'' is, but I see very clearly how useful a brilliant 
imagination may be in the adornment of a pedigree. Blomefield 
(or Parkin), a sober topographer, who tells something about 
the Bulwers of Dalling, gives not the faintest hint of having 
ever heard of a " Bolver de DaHing." 

p. 12.] de luetta le Suter ; it is impossible to tell whether 
the writer meant us to read Juetta or Ivetta ; I have chosen 
the latter form, on which a remark will be found at the end of 
the Introduction, p. xxiii. Le Suter is " the cobler." 

p. 12.] Finis : octo denarii. De Johanne Hardy pro licentid 
habendi bidentes extra faldam domini usque festum SancH 
Petri ad vinculo. On this manor, as on many others, the 
tenants had to keep their sheep in the Lord's fold ; in other 
words, the small advantage which he thus gained was part of 
the rent exacted from the tenants. 

p. 12.] Typeler^, i.e. typelerii, a variant of tipulatores, but 
I have not seen the form elsewhere. 

p. 12.] De Alicia llolber : this name elsewhere (p. 32) is 
given as le Rilbere, but I have not been able to discover its 
meaning. 

p. 1?.] De Johanne filio Thomce Broun quia non est in 
decennd. Britten, cap. 13 [12], vol. 1, p. 48, ed. Nichols : 
" our will is, that all who are of the age of fourteen years or 
'^ upwards shall take an oath to us, that they will be faithful 
'' and loyal to us, and will neither be felons, nor assenting to 
" felons ; and that every one be in some tithing and pledged by 
" their tithingmen, except persons in religion, clerks, knights, 
'' and their eldest sons and women." As Mr. Nichols says in

a note, "Bracton and Fleta mention the age of 12 years as the 
*< time for taking the oath " ; and this is in some degree con- 
" firmed by the Stat. Marl, c, 25, The whole passage in 
Britton (together with the valuable references given by 
Mr. Nichols) is worth reading. 

p. 14.] De fVilUelmo Robyn pro licentid amovendi ex officio 
taxatoris cervisim. The ale- tasters or ale-conners were impor- 
tant officers, and, like the other officials, took a most solemn oath 
to perform their duty faithfully, which may be read in Scroggs' 
book ; but after a time it seems to have been understood that 
the oiGce was a sinecure, see p. 66, though, sad to say, the 
oath was still taken. 

p. 14.] Item prceceptum \_esl\ distringere Ricardum de la 
Ryvere p'm Jidelitate de tenemento quondam Rei/neri Atte- 
chirche. This entry illustrates a characteristic of manorial 
rolls ; they show no respect of persons, Richard de la Ryvere 
might, for anything that appears here, be as completely unknown 
and obscure as John Maggard or John Ingel. As a matter of 
fact, however, he was a man of rank and property, being Lord 
of the adjacent Manor of Sporle in Norfolk, and one of the 
Lords of Blatherwick in Northamptonshire. Sir Ralph le 
Breton had a brother William le Breton, who in the 35th of 
Hen. III. was Lord of Sporle, and he died about the 45th of 
Hen. IIL This William had a son, John le Breton, who was 
father of John le Breton, and grandfather of another John le 
Breton and Maiilda his sister. John, the brother of Matilda, 
«s well as John, his father, both died in the lifetime of their 
grandfather, John, the son of William. Matilda consequently 
became her grandfather^s heir, and she was the wife of that 
very Richard de la Ryvere or Rivers (of Ongar in Essex) who 
is to be " distrained for fealty." The Lord of one Manor has 
to do fealty to the Lord of another for some petty tenement 
which he happens to have "acquired. See Blomefield, vol. 6., 
p 122, sqq,, and Britton, ed. Nichols, vol. 1, p. xxi., sq, note. 
There is no evidence in the present -case to show what the 
status of de la Ryvere was with respect to the Prior of Norwioh, 
but there is nothing absurd in supposing that he might have 
been the Prior's villain. Why do not some of those impostors 
who are so rabid for research collect from our old law writers 
all the varieties of status in which an Englishman might find 

I 
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himself? It is certain that a man might be free in relation to 
one person, and not free (legally) in relation to another, but 
Bracton alone will furnish far greater complications than that. 

p. 14.] de e*ra vlhes. The words which I print with great 
misgiving as de t'ra, occur at the end of a line where the 
parchment has been damaged by damp. The de is fairly 
certain, though the e is barely visible, but t'ra is quite invisible 
in some lights, and when rendered visible always looks 
differently according to the amount of shadow in which it is 
seen. In no case does it clearly read tVa, and yet I can make 
nothing else of it after looking at it a score of times under all 
sorts of lights ; vibes begins a line and is provokingly clear. 
There is no sign of contraction, and unless it be a proper name 
I cannot imagine what it means. It might be intended for 
vbbes, for the scribe constantly writes bb as lb ; Abbat,' for 
instance, is written Albat* ; but even so, vbbes is as unmeaning 
as vibes. 

p. 14.] De toio Homagio quia recusaverunt praeparare 
fenum domini, Ideo, etc. Debiium ponitur in respectu usque 
proximam Curiam^ et interea scrutetur le Domesday, 
" Respite, respectus, is used for delay, forbearance, or con- 
*' tinuance of time, Glantilcy lib, 12, cap. 9 in breve Regis. 
" PrcBcipio Mi quod poni facias in respectum usq' ad aliquem 
" terminum competentem," — Cowell. The entry in curious. 
The tenants, all of them, refuse to make the Lord*s hay ; the 
jury, that is to say, twelve of the tenants themselves return the 
fact that they have so refused ; they allow (perhaps they could 
not prevent it) a fine of twenty shillings to be entered against 
them for this supposed breach of duty ; but as there clearly 
was some doubt whether they could be compelled to perform 
this service, payment of the fine or amercement is put off till 
tlie next Court ; and then comes the careful and just little note, 
** meanwhile let the Dome.iday be examined." The fine was 
not exacted, so probably the inspection of "le Domesday" 
proved the Prior to have been in the wrong and the tenants to 
have known what their duties really were. 

p. 14.] By "le Domesday" is meant, I imagine, some 
special survey belonging to the Prior of Norwich (like the 
Domesday of St. Paul's Cathedral in London, taken in the 
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year 1222, and printed by the Camden Society in 18*58), in 
which were entered all the services of the tenants of the 
manor. Is the Norwich Domesday ftill in existence? If so, 
it surely ought to be printed at once, or it may meet with the 
fate of the Domesday of London. " These governors of old 
•* time (saith Robert Fubian), with the lav/s and customs then- 
used within this city [London], were registered in a book 
called the Doom's day, written in the Saxon tongue ; but^ of 
'^ later days, when the said laws and customs were changed, 
'' and for that also the said book was of a small hand, sore 
*^ defaced, and hard to be read or understood, it was less set 
" by, so that it was embezzled and lost Thus far Fabian." 
— S tow's Survey. A very old book called the " Doome Booke " 
belonged to the Cathedral at Norwich ; see Dugdale, Monas- 
iicouy vol. 4, p. 7. 

p. 14.] De Is, This is a mere blunder of the scribe, who 
ought to have mn his pen through it, but has not. 

p. 14.] The last order eimply commands the retention of 
fitz Hugh's tenement until a lawful heir is forthcoming* 

p. 16.] Prceceptum est distringere Petrum le Cupere pro 
quindecim denariis quos debuit Rogero le Miller ad sectam 
IVillielmi Atiestrete qui disraeionavit versus eum quatuor 
solidos in curia, <* Disi^tionare, Dirationare, to justilie or 
'* make good the Denial of a Fact." — CowelL The word has 
other meanings, but none seem exactly to suit the present 
passage. I do not in the least understand the proceeding, but 
it looks like a legal bet. Attestrete seems to have been willing 
to lose four shillings unless he could prove that Peter owed 
Roger fifteen pence ; and yet that seems to be nonsense. 

p. 16.] De Walter o Orengil pro termino suo quatuor 
annorum hahendo in sex acris terrcB conductis de Gilherto 
Cloveleke pro qud dimissione idem Walterus solvet [or solvat] 
an7iuatim eidem GUberto quattior quarteria et quatuor bussellos 
hordei ad festum Omnium Sanctorum durante dicto termino, 
Plegiis Nally et Johanne Buteneleyn, As far as appears 
from these rolls all rents at this period were paid in kind or by 
seiTices, yet in less than a century all vestige of personal 
services disappears, and rents are paid in coin. The peoplo 
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had money, or else they could not have paid their fined and 
amercements. 

p. 16.] Dp. Johanne Brichtmer quia summoniius fuit ad 
faciendum unam precariam in autumno ct non venit. Ideo in 
misericordia. " PrecariiB are Days* Works, which the Tenants 
*' of some mannors are bound, hj reason of their Tenur^ to do 
*' for the Lord in Harvest.... This Custom is plainly get forth 
" in the great Book of the Customs of the Monastery of 
" Battellf tit. Apelderham^ fol. 60. Johannes Aylmer tenet 
'' per irrotulamentum Curice vnum Mess, ^ unam Virgatam 
'* terriBy Sfc,^ Sf debet invenire unum hominem, Sfc, Sf etiam debet 
" venire^ qttoiibet anno ad duas precarias carucce cum caruca 
'^ sua si habeat integram carucam, vel de parte quam habet 
'^ caruciB quum habet^ si earucam non habeat integram Sf tunc 
" arare debet utroque die quantum potest a mane usque ad 
** meridiem^ Sf uterque lentor^ viz. carucce Sf fugatorum habeat 
'^ unum pactum solempncm utroque die pradictarum prcecari' 
" arum Sfd^ ^ debef invenire ad 3 precarias in Autumpno 2 
" homines^ &c." — Cowell. Also called a bederepe^ or a boon day. 

p. 18.] Martinusjilius Basileae et Alicia uxor ejus examinaia 
per ballivum reddiderunt sursum in manum domini unam rodam 
terrcB cum uno cottagio desuper ad opus IsabelliBjiluB Johannis 
Fayrsay et heredum suorum tenenda in vilenagio ad volun- 
tatem domini faciendo etc. Salvo jure ctifuslibet. The married 
women appear on this manor always to have been thus 
examined, and at a later period examined privately ^' sola et 
'' secreta," see pp. 86, 90. This was done, I suppose, to make 
sure that she was acting of her own free will, uninfluenced by 
her husband. I have ti*anslated " desuper " rather wildly by 
" thereon "; it cannot very well mean that, but if it does not, I 
know not how to take it. 

It will hardly be believed, thouerh it is quite true, that it 
took me quite a year to determine whether ^'habendum et 
** tenendum," were gerunds or passive participles. Those who 
ought to know told me that they were gerunds used ungram- 
matically ; then I found in the first edition of Bracton that 
they were written as participles. That was of little avail, for 
the editor certainly copied from a manuscript full of contractions, 
and he might have been a man whose legal studies had not 
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extinguished his grammatical instincts. In do book could I 
get information on this trumpery matter, and should probably 
have remained in darkness, had I not found amongst a lot of 
old deeds of my own a beauty undated, but from the lovely 
writing either late twelfth century or early thirteenth. As it 
is a Suffolk document and unpublished, I print it :

The seal of this charming little charter is gone, but the- 
document itself settles the difficulty about habend. et tenend. 
in favour of grammar and common sense. 

The expression salvo jure cujuslibet means, I suppose (if it 
had any definite meaning), that the transaction here recorded 
is perfectly above board, that all that is meant is clearly and 
expressly stated, without any of those pernicious things called 
" understandings." 

p. 18.] Memorandum quod dominus extra scysinam, etc. 
It is not apparent why this unpleasant bit of family history is 
di-cigged to light, for bastard or not, William seems either from 
the good nature or the i^jnorance o£ the prior, to have succeeded 
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to his land. It will be noticed that his father's wife (not hit) 
mother) gets half her husband's holding as her dower ; in 
some places she only got a third of his lands. 

p. 20]. de tenemento pecillo mirchant, I suppose the scribe 
meant us to read pecilloy a word of his own coining, and by 
tenementum pecillum, he meant one held by several tenants at 
once. The last word is very difficult to make out ; it might 
be mickanc, yet as at a later period there is a tenant Mercaut, 
p. 82, I have preferred Mirchant. 

p. 20]. Totum Jiomagium elegit tenementum^ etc. It will be 
observed that they do not in all cases directly elect a man to 
an office, but choose some holding or other, often, as here, 
occupied by several tenants, to bear the burden, and then one 
of the tenants is sworn in. The different tenementa seem to 
have kept the same name for scores of years, that of Laurence 
Smith, for instance, p. 22, is mentioned in 1414, p. 46, and 
probably in 1490, p. 70; that of Ernald, p. 22, reappears in 
1414 as Arnald, p. 48. See the Index under " Tenementa." 

p. 22.] de tenemento quod fuit Magistri Rogeri de Snetis- 
ham. In 1308 this Roger was rector of Cressingham Magna, 
piebeud of the college of the chapel in the fields at Norwich 
1306, archdeacon of Norwich 1320, of Sudbury 1324. (Blome- 
field, vol. vi., p. 104.) 

p. 22.] practer herettum appreciatum decern solidis. The 
form herettum I have not seen elsewhere. Co well only gives 
hereotum. In the present case the animal itself does not seem 
to have been taken, but only its conventional value. 

p. 24.] William de Claxtone was elected Prior and con- 
firmed by tlie Bishop, Sep. 4, 1326; he died Aug. 1«, 1.S44. 
Dugdale, Afonasticon, iv., p. 7. The cellerer was a most 
important officer. Spelman quotes Johannes de Brakeland as 
{paying, ** est secundus pater in monasterio." 

p. 24.] At the head of the second roll the scribe has by 
BOine extraordinary blunder omitted tereii after a conquesiu. 

p. 26.] The transaction between Gilbert de Secheford and 
John Punteys is curious. At fir^t it is ordered to keep the 
cottage in the Lord's hands because Punteys is a villain of the 
lady of Saham Toney : he is, as it were, serving in one regi- 
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ment and cannot, at all events without leave, serve in another. 
The difficulty, however, whatever it was, soon vanished, and 
Punteys gets his cottage in one manor, notwithstanding the fact 
that he was member of another ; that is, the difficulty was a 
fictitious, not a real difficulty. 

p. 26."] De Alicid filld Galfridi atte Newhus quia mari' 
iavit 86 sine licentid. The marriage, be it observed, was quite 
legal, nor would leave have been refused. This petty fine, 
like so many others, was an expedient for increasing the meagre 
profits of the Lord. Even allowing for the diffisrent values of 
money, Alice got married cheaper (and beyond question more 
decently) than she would have been had she married before a 
modem registrar ; that, according to Whitaker, costs seven 
shillings at least. 

p. 26.] Loquela inter Thomam Attetuneseiide querentem 
et Adam Attewater defendentem de placito convendonis 
ponitur in respectu usque ad proximam [curiam\ de consensu 
pc^rcium propter arbitrationem. Owing to damage the last 
word cannot be made out fully, but I believe the above reading 
to be correct. It may be noticed, by the way, that the scribe 
writes by preference in respectu^ and not, at) most, in 
respectum. 

p. 26.] Twice on this page comes a word which I have seen 
nowhere else. A distraint is taken of Edmund de Southhus 
pro redditibtiSy the next word would commonly be a retro, but 
here the writer seems to have tried to form an adjective, and 
how he meant it to end, perhaps he himself did not know. 
There is a word arreragia, arrears, and there is a retro, in 
arrears, but there is no adjective meaning in arrear. Here 
he writes arref : below he has arriet\ The glossaries are 
silent. 

p. 26.] Et praeceptum (est) distringere Johannem Ingil 
parcenaiium suum. Parcenarius occurs in no book I have 
looked into. The monstrous use of suum for eorum is paralleled 
by the sibi on pp. 38 and 40. . 

p. 28.] de JVillielmo Huberd, etc. It will be noticed that 
the scribe sometimes writes vilianagium, sometimes villenao^ium 
with the varieties of vilenagium and vilenegium.

p. 28.] pro eodem de Willielmo Jilio Sabini. Apparently 
Sabini is a slip of the pen, for elsewhere it is Sabine, t.e., 
Sabinae. It is a name which at last settles down into the 
well-known East Anglian Sabine. 

p. 32.] Gannokers, Halliwell has this word, but cites no 
authority for it ; he also sajs that gannock is a standard. The 
connexion between a standard and an ale-honse is not very 
apparent. A gannock ought to mean a little gan^ but what is 
agan ? I think I know what it was, but have so little evidence 
to offer in support of my conjectui*e, that I will not print it. 

p. 34.] De Willielmo Jilio Clericiee. They seem to have 
been pretty indifferent whether they wrote Claricia or Clericia, 
Clarissa or Cleiissa. 

p. 34.] de Willielmo le Coc quia eepit quondam district 
iionem super Gilbertum le Tiscere, videlicet unum cyverum 
plenum pannorum laneorum in regis via et detinuit quousque 
fecit finem, I have some doubt whether I have rightly read 
Gilbert 's surname, but if rightly, it apparently means " the 
weaver." The word written above ** cyverum " is in no 
glossary I have yet looked into; it might be read cyner or 
cyuer, the third letter being merely two strokes. Possibly it 
is an East Anglian pronunciation of coffer. 

p. 34.] de Thoma Kyngislime,Qtc, This man must have been 
uncommonly careless to risk, as it seems, the loss of his tene- 
ment by selling it without leave. In 1489 William Brightmer 
actually sells land without leave, and pays exactly the same 
sum, sixpence, see p. 54. Here the sale seems to have come 
to nought, and the Prior, being a kindly landlord, hands back 
the tenement to Kyngislime. One would have thought that 
Kyngislime ought to have been Kyngislinne. 

p. 36,] *• Apportionment, apportionamentam^ is a dividing of 
" a Kent into parts, according as the Land, whence the whole 
" Kent issueih, is divided among two or more." — CowelL I 
suppose it means here to determine for what customs and 
services the tenement of Sowie should be held. A mark is 
thirteen shillings and fourpence. 

p. 38.] fVillielmus Huherd versus Robert um de Asphale 
de placito debiti per Willielmum liobyn. Affidavit \^Roby7i\ et 
R [obtrtus'] per attornatum optulit se. See p. 119. 
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p. 38.] quas debuit sibi dedisse in escamhium. This is a 
nice use of sibi, but the scribe is no purisat; he uses it in this 
way again below, p. 40, quos cognoverunt sibi in curia pro 
brasio. See p. 135. 

p, 40.] pro plegio ff^alteri MengeL So the scribe has 
unquestionably written, and I have translated accordingly, but 
one would have thought that Mengel was a mere surety for 
the levy, and that he should have written per plegium. 

p. 40.] He says that Thomas le Deye gives the Lord three 
pence, yet he writes in the margin with unmistakcable clear- 
nes!) 4^. A deye is a milkman or dairyman, and the etymolo- 
gists derive the word from the German Teig, but query whether 
it be not a form of the root Ba^ Otj, old Germanic, tau ; a dege 
has no more to do with dough than he has with the noon day 
sim; he is always occupied with milk or cows ; now I know 
nothing of Sanskrit, not even the alphabet, yet I find dhe, 
to suck, duk, to milk, dadhiy thick sour milk, dugdAa, milk, 
und, what is more to the point, c^Ad, a milker, a cowherd, besides 
a score of other words, all involving the same ideas ; is thii» 
nothing more than a coincidence ? 

p. 40.] Edmundum dil Stithhus: an odd mixture of bad 
French, Latin, and English. 

p. 40.] The notice about John Belessone is curious. It is 
unknown what his status was, whether villain or freeman, and 
the Rolls of the 32nd and 34th of Edward the First are beins: 
examined in order to determine the point. The Prior of 
Norwich, like a good landlord, took care of his rolls. John's 
wife is to have the custody — of what ? I suppose of hi» 
holding. See p. 26. 

p. 40.] de Margareta Attetunesend quia non facit sectain 
ad molendinum domini. On many manors the tenants were 
obliged to have their corn ground at the Lord's mill, which was 
called " doing suit at his mill." If they preferred grinding it 
elsewhere, they payed a small tax. All these small profits are 
part of the rent. 

p. 42] de fVillielmo Huberd pro defalta, sc. sectae. Nothing 
is cntei^ as due by him, because he has been excused at the 
opening of the Court, though not formally excused from all 

attendance.

p. 42.] Oa the name Evina a remark will be found in the 
Introduction, p. iii. 

p. 42.] prcBceptum levare de Tlioma Piverel duodecim 
pullos pro transgressione in pratis domini. That man must 
have a good stock of poultry who is fined twelve fowls all at 
once. It is remarkable that nowhere in these rolls is there the 
least mention of game or poaching. 

p. 44.] This roll is so much damaged that I cannot make 
out the word after ibidem: onlj the first thi'ee letters are 
preserved, and they seem to be ren . . . 

It would have been dreary work to translate, for the same 
phrase occurs over and over again. How did they pay the 
fractions of a farthing? I suppose they must have waited 
till the accumulations amounted to a sum wliich could be paid 
in money. Boswell, in a letter to Johnson, mentions bome 
Scotch rents which, meanly enough, descend to the eighth of a 
farthing at the end of the last century. It will be noticed that 
in 1414 all services are commuted for a rent in money. 

p. 44.] Johannes Gurnay tenet sexdecim acras tres rodas 
terrcB cum messuagio et cottagio de diversis tenementis et reddit 
domino per annum pro omnibus serviciis pro omni tempore 
duraturis ex gratia domini prioris et v.elerarii ad terminos 
tisuales : ** John Gurnay holds sixteen acres two roods of land 
^' with a messuage and cottage of divers tenements, and pays to 
" the Lord a year for all services to endure for all time by the 
" favour of my Lord the Prior and the Cellerer, at the usual times, 
" ten shillings one penny and a farthing." Gurnay, like several 
other names in the list, is that of a family long resident here. 
Wace, Gunne, and others do not occur in the previous rolls. 
Wace continues down to Elizabeth, and probably later. In 
Hillborough Church, close by, is the tomb of Amy (died 
Aug. 12, 1717), wife of Edmund Wace, rector of that parish. 

p. 44.] Jckanjies Blake y draper : the scribe relapses into 
English, as he does below, p. 46, Johannes GunnCy gelder. 

p. 46.] Lina Garell tenet guinque rcdas terrce tenementi 
Anne de Eastgate et reddit per annum. The interlineation is 
Laurentii Smyth, that is, Lina holds a tenement which partly 
belongs to Ann of Eastgate and partly to L. Smyth, though 
the original Laurence had long since died. See p. 4. 
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p. 46.] Johannes Rysle. This is, no doubt, the ancestor of 
liichard Rysle, p. 54. 

p. 50.] tenementi HHewyon, apparently he means us to read 
Herlewyon, but it is a strange name, which puzzles me much. 

p. 60.] The scribe's way of writing his sum total is curious, 
but I am told not uncommon; he writes xx over iiij, and 
intends us to read " four score." He makes the total acreage 
to be 395^, and the rent £7. 8. 5, and no doubt he is right, 
though, after adding the whole several times^ I have never 
arrived at his figures. 

p. 62J] William Jenney wrote a noble hand, but it is a pity 
that he could not write something less crazy and foolish than 
he has done ; who "Th5mas" was, remains, and may well 
remain, unknown. 

p. 52.] William Spynk, who had previously been Prior of 
Ihe Cell of Lynn, was admitted Prior of Norwich by the Bishop 
Dec. 22, 1488 ; he died Nov. 8, 1502. Dugdale, Monasticon, 
vol. iv. D. 7. 

p. 52.] Christmas was a name well known in these parts ; 
one Richard Chrystmess, by Ms will of 1473, desires to be 
buried in the neighbouring church of Hillborough. Blomefield, 
vol. vi. p. 112, sq. 

p. 52.] Ric/iard Chaundeler. This name, which is almost 
as common as Brown, Jones, or Robinson, has for five or six 
hundred years been especially common in the Eastern Counties. 
Its meaning is disputed ; some will have it that a chandler is 
primarily and properly a seller of candles, and secondarily a 
dealer in bacon, fire-wood, brandy-balls, string, red herrings, 
and so forth ; others declare that it originally and properly 
meant a dealer in small wares, and only secondarily a dealer in 
cand'.es. Whatever its meaning in other parts of England, 
there can be little doubt that in Suffolk and Norfolk it, at first 
(and perhaps at last), meant just the same thing as a chapman. 
The Latin for it in those parts was "mercator," the French 
"mercer"; this could, I think, easily be proved, if it were 
worth proving. By a strange coincidence, in the remote 
village where my great grandfather, John Chandler, lived in 
1760, there dwelt early in the reign of Kdward the First, about 
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1 275, one ^* Joannes Mercator*' ; a merchant (in the modern 
Rense of the word) would have been as much out of his element 
there as he would at the North Pole. 

Thomas Crakesheld, This looks like a nickname which has 
become hereditarj like Shakespeare, Shakelaunce. Jesus 
College in this University owns, or did own, an enclosure at 
Home-Hale hard by called Crakeshields. !Komefield, vol. vi., 
p. 10. 

p. 54.] Decettar\ 1 do not know whether this stands for 
decenarii or decenarium, but have taken it for the latter word. 

p. 54.] Inqtnsitio prtesentat quod eligit quadraginta acras 
terrcte gerere officium propositi hoc anno futuro. The prae- 
positus is the reeve^ over which word Kenuett blunders sadly ; 
he confounds the prsepositus with the steward, a very different 
person. The editor of Cowell rightly says that the praepositus 
'^ was no more than the Reeve or Buyliff [at Cressingham the 
'^ baUivus was apparently different from the pra&positus] of the 
'^ Lord of the Manner, sometimes called Serviens Villce, By 
" the Laws of Hen. I. the Lord answered for the Town where 
" he was resident, where ho was not, his Dapifer or Seneschal^ 
*' if he were a Baron ; but if neither of them could be present, 
'' then Prcepositus et qtiatuor de unaquaqtie villa ; the Reeve 
" and four of the most substantial Inhabitants were summoned 
" in." We find this (which, by the way, was a law really as 
old as Edward the Confessor, and perhaps older) surviving 
on these rolls in the twenty-sixth of Elizabeth, see pp. 76, 78, 
100. The duties of the Messor, or reaper, and those of the 
prsepositus peem rather to overlap at Cressingham ; fuither on, 
p. 68, the scribe writes " Officium Messoris *' opposite an entry 
recording the election of a praspositus. 

p. 62.] Et quod Richardas Duplak in tenemento suo et 
Johannes IVace in und donio juxta capitate messuagium non 
emendaverunt vastum prout habuerunt in mandato ad ultimam 
Curiam sub poena utriusgue eorum quadraginta denariorum 
et poena per visum seneschalli de reparacione tenementorum 
presdictorum bene inceperunt et in brevi tempore plus facer e 
intendunt. I have only been able to make a feint of trans- 
lating this very queer Latin by leaving out the words et poena 
and putting a stop after denariorum : as it stands I cannot 
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construe it. There is an odd barbarism, which occurs twice 
on this page, as well as elsewhere, quibus liberata est eis inde 
seisina, I have invariablj left out eis or ei in the translation, 
for not even a lawyer would say in English, to whom seisin 
teas delivered to them. It may be noticed that Eichard 
Duplake, of Hillborough, — very possibly the man before us, — 
by his will of 1516, desires to be buried in Hillborough 
church. Blomefield, vol. vi., p. 113. 

p. Gl^J] Et quod Johannes Pawe et Thomas G-rey tastatores 
cervisice ullimi anni electi et nonfecerunt offidum suum» Ideo 
in misericordia. Et quod eligunt dictum Johannem Pawe et 
Rohertum Bosse ad idem offidum faciendum. This shows a 
strange falling off. Pawe is fined threepence for not having 
done his duty (which, be it noted, he had sworn to do), and 
then directly after is elected to the very office the duties of 
which he had neglected — surely a strong proof that manorial 
proceedings were to a large extent formal and fictitious. 

p. 66.] Et quod ordinant et bilegem pro se, etc. Bilex 
for a bylaw is a startling word, but it is a trifle better than the 
one given by Cowell, **Bilaws, or rather By-Laws, Lat. 
'^ Bilagines (sic) .... that is. Laws made obiter^ or by the 
" By ; such as are made in Court-Leets, or Court-Barons, for 
" the peculiar good of those that make them, farther than the 
** Common or Statute- Law doth bind." Bercarius (vervex), 
in the French berger, 

p. 68.] terriscidias : a word in no glossary I have seen, 
but terriscidia must, one would think, mean a turf. 

p. 68.] The blank between capellano and prati is so left in 
the original. The transaction is refen'ed to again, p. 74, but 
the quantity of meadow transferred is not staled. 

p. 68.] Johannes Lakford tenet residuum pro quibus venit. 
I do not know whether the relative refers to the tenants or 
their holdings, but have translated as though it were pro 
quibus acris, 

p. 70.] The John Rysle of 1414, see p. 46, is a mere 
villanus to all appearance ; this Eichard Eysle, no doubt his 
descendant, is a **Gent," in 1489, p. 54, an "esquire" in 
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1490, p. 64 ; he is now treated with the contempt which he 
has deserved. He died in 1497, and is buried with his wife 
in the church of Great Cressingham. BlomeAeld, vol. yi., 
p. lOOy gives the inscription on his brass, as follows : Orate 
pro animabus Richardi Rycle [sic] Armigeri et TJwmasine^ 
Uxoris sue qui quidem Rickardus obiit Septimo die Mensis 
Maii Anr Dni M*CCCC Nonagessimo VIP. Rycle is 
probably a misprint of Parkin. 

p. 72.] Curia cum residuo Leie, Spelman says that the 
Leet was by Mag. Cart. c. 36, to be held yearly at Michaelmas, 
and that in some places another was held six months after, 
which was called residuum lette. In the Statutes at Large the 
Great Charter is not divided into chapters. The residuum 
letiB is mentioned again, p. 88, 92. 

p. 76.] On cerium letce^ see p. 116; and on the '* Keeve and 
four men," p. 140. 

p. 78.] Effamidus Edows, on this singular Christian name 
a remark will be found in the Introduction. In 1556 Thomas 
Edows was Lord of the Manor of Hopton House in Cressing- 
ham Parva ; and in 1593 there occurs an Eufemia Edows. How 
came so much Greek into such an out of the way place ? 

William Barfoote ; this is a good instance of the traps which 
careless scribes lay for incautious readers ; it might be thought 
that this man's surname was an hereditary nick-name. Barefoot, 
but he really derives his name from Barford, not far otT, see 
p. 84. 

p. 80.] Et quod Willielmus Ilelgey et Johannes Bettewetl 
sunt graves transgressores eo quod ipsi ceperunt plures 
sahincas super communem quam capere debent. No glossary 
affords any help ; I suspect that the scribe, whose Latinity is 
really too appalling, boldly invented this word, and that he 
probably meant withies or osiers ; all that came into his head 
was salix^ and that, he knew, would not do ; but salunca might. 
The word is quite clearly written. 

p. 80.] Et prceceptum est ei illas ejacere ad proximam 
cvlturam terrce suee ibidem, Illas refers to terras, and by 
ejacere he means that the ground ploughed up is to be thrown 
out of cultivation; 
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p. 82.] The scribe has clearly written mala consilia , . . 
p'ventes, but he apparently meant prcebentes. I doubt the 
correctness of my translation ; if familis stands for famults, 
perhaps he meant **to any domestics or servants"; famulus 
being taken for an indoor, and serous for an outdoor servant. 
Do villagers now guard as carefully against rascals and £re as 
these Elizabethan men did ? 

p. 86.] The blank space is so left in the original. 

p. 86.] Sibilla sola et secreta : see p. 132. 

p. 90.] Memorandum quod ad hanc Curiam^ etc. This 
Edward Fludd was Gentleman Usher to Queen Elizabeth, and 
his wife, Elizabeth Fludd, had previously been the wife of 
John Jenny, Esquire ; she died February 17, 1588-9, and is 
buried in the church of Cressingham Magna. 

p. 98.] There is a difficulty about the dates here which I 
cannot explain. The former Courts were held on Thursday, 
February 20th, in the 26th of Elizabeth, and here we are told 
that a Court was held on Monday, the sixth of October, in the 
same 26tb year of Elizabeth. The twenty -sixth of Elizabeth 
extended from November l7th, 1583, to November 16th, 
1584. Now 1584 was a leap-year, and therefore if February 
20th was on a Thursday, October 6th could not be on a 
Monday. In 1583 February 20th was Wednesday, and 
October 6th Sunday ; in 1584 February 20th was Thursday, 
but October 6th was Tuesday, not Monday. In order to have 
the dates on the roll, we must have a common year with the 
Dominical letter E. The only Elizabethan years in the sixteenth 
century which satisfy those conditions are 1561, 1567, 1573, 
1589, and 1595 ; thus there must be a mistake, though it is 
difficult to imagine that any man should confound the days of 
the week ; perhaps Chapman was literally au bout de son 
Latin, and could not remember how to turn Tuesday. 

p. 102.] Again and again the writer of this roll uses the 
abbreviation ex^; to make grammar and sense it must be 
taken for ex parte^ but for those words it is an astonishing 
contraction. 

p. 102.] William Methwold ; from about 1408 to 1632, 
the Methwolds were Lords of the Manor of Langford. Blome- 
field, vol. vi., p. 21. 
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p. 104.] These extracts from wills are very common in 
manorial rolls. In some Manor Courts the wills of tenants 
were proved, e.g.^ in that of Temple Cowley, near Oxford. 

p. 108.] Slappe, who is here fined, is himself on the jury, so 
is Christopher Gawnte, p. 110, and such cases are not 
unfrequent. 

p. 110.] Ad grave nocutnentum ; this oft recurring ex- 
pression (see pp. 57, 76), is elliptical; if written in full it 
would be ad grave nocumentum tenentiuniy to the grievous 
damage of the tenants, or something to the same effect. 

p. 112.] Titus Okes, This is such a startling conjunction 
of names that it may be as well to assure the reader that the 
name is Okes not Otes. Both names are known here ; Thomas 
Otes was rector of Great Cressingham in 1621 ; he was also 
chaplain to Lord Chancellor Bacon. 

p. 114.] Edrus, so the scribe has written; throughout he 
is singularly careless, and towards the end is quite indifferent 
whether he writes lav are or levare dranas. The penalties 
threatened against Fludd and Eokewood are further proof that 
these petty Courts did justice quite irrespective of persons; 
9ee p. 129.
